In narrow margins on 
the four sides of the sheets in small 
Gothic lettering, corresponding to the 
color of the denomination, is the fol- 
lowing wording: “Printed by the 
Treasury Department, Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, under authority 
of James A. Farley, Postmaster Gen- 
eral, at a Century of Progress, In 
compliment to the American Philatelic 
Society for its Convention and Exhi- 
bition, Chicago, Illinois, August 1933. 

The special sheets of Century of 
Progress stamps will be first placed 
on sale August 25, 1933, at the Phila- 
telic Station, Chicago, Ill., to be op- 
erated in connection with the annual 
convention of the American Phila- 
telic Society, held at the Medinah 
Michigan Avenue Club, Chicago, Aug- 
ust 21-26. The stamps will also be 
on sale beginning August 28, 1933, at 
Chicago Century of Progress Postal 
Station, Exposition Grounds, for the 
convenience of visitors. Mail orders 
will not be accepted, and as this spe- 
cial issue of stamps will be sold with- 
out the usual perforations and gum- 
ming, and in full sheets only, no pro- 
vision is being made at the Chicago 
post office for the preparation of first- 
day covers.

Precancels 
Information regarding new issues and notes of intereston 


all Precancels, other than Buro Priats, sho 
sent direct to the Editor of this column.

A large part of our beloved pre- 
cancels come from hither and yon 
attached to the well known corru- 
gated box. If the box is stored in a 
damp place before the stamps are re- 
moved many times a sort of stain ap- 
pears on the surface of the box and 
consequently soaks on in to the stamp. 
The stain appears in lines right along 
where the corrugated straw is stuck 
to the liner. Sodium Silicate or Silica 
as we call it in the box plant is the 
ingredient used to adhere the paper, 
and this stuff readily starts some kind 
of chemical change if given half a 
chance. These stains are generally 
brown in color and just about ruin a 
stamp. At the present I know of no 
satisfactory means of lifting this 
stain without hurting the ink of either 
the stamp or of the precancellation. 
Now I would like to hear from some 
of you collectors, formulas that you 
use to remove stains. I will give 
them a trial and if they have any 
merit we will reprint them so all may 
benefit.

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Stwosz, Giant of Polish A\rt 


HE issuing of commemorative 
stamps sometimes presents diffi- 
culties. Recently a rather per- 
plexing problem faced the postal 
department of the Polish gov- 
ernment. This year is the 400th an- 
niversary of the death of Poland’s 
foremost contributor to European art, 
Wit Stwosz (pronounced: Veet 
Stvosh), who is perhaps better known 
under the German name of Veit Stoss. 
This gifted medieval sculptor, after

high altar in Krakow’s Church of, presents scenes from the life of the 


Mary. This altar, carved in wood, is 
so vast that on the largest of stamps 
a picture of it would never show clear- 
ly enough even the principal figures 
in the main portion of the altar. A 
picture of a fragment of the altar was 
also quite unsatisfactory. What to 
do? After going into a huddle the 
officials finally decided to issue in- 
stead a series of 32 special stamped 
postcards, each bearing a picture of 
a fragment, with titles in Polish and

Mother of Christ. When opened one 
sees, in the central piece, Mary dying 
in the arms of the Apostles. These 
figures are more than life-sized but 
very life-like, possessing remarkable 
expression in their faces and bodies. 
Above the main group, we see Mary 
being received into heaven by Christ 
and God, the Father. One cannot but 
be struck by the combination of pow- 
er and realism with a peaceful super- 
natural atmosphere.

ments in wood, and in stone and 
bronze as well, proceeded to Nurem- 
berg where his efforts became the 
inspiration of the famous Nuremberg 
School which produced such masters 
as Albrecht Durer, Peter Vischer, and 
Adam Kraft. 

Early this year the Polish postal 
authorities announced that a special 
Wit Stwosz stamp would be issued. 
However, when the time came to de- 
cide upon the type of stamp, the of- 
ficials realized it would be impossible 
to reproduce satisfactorily a photo- 
graph of the artist’s masterpiece, the 





in French. The printed stamp mere- 
ly bears the inscription “Vit Stvosz, 
1533-1933.” In this way both art- 
lovers and philatelists were satisfied 
and, needless to say, the cards are go- 
ing like the proverbial hot-cakes. 

Yet from the post cards, one who 
has not had the fortune to gaze upon 
this altar, cannot appreciate the ex- 
quisite beauty of this priceless treas- 
ure which, beyond a doubt, ranks 
Stwosz as the greatest wood-sculptor 
of all time. The only works that can 
be compared with it are his own in 
Nuremberg. 

In the form of a huge triptych, it

not describe it—’tis simply a work 
of genius of the highest order. The 
side wings of the triptych show va- 
rious scenes including the birth of 
Christ—and the resurrection. When 
closed, it has the appearance of a gi- 
gantic box adorned with twelve more 
biblical scenes. 

With the exception of one, all of 
the pictures on the post cards show 
sections of the altar. The one ex- 
ception is a picture of the crucifix in 
the side aisle of the same church. 
This, a most remarkable work of stone 
carving, gives testimony of the wide 
range of the sculptor’s genius.

Created 
for a five-day period, the miniature 
post office is to be part of the San 
Pedro Chamber of Commerce Expo- 
sition of Progress at Berth 60 in the 
outer harbor. 

Stamps are to be sold, letters ac- 
cepted and also delivered to those hav- 
ing booths at the exposition. An ad- 
ditional service is to be the stamping 
of all mail posted at the exposition 
office with a special cachet stamp. 

The stamp is to be a replica of the 
posters and stickers being used to 
advertise the exposition. It is being 
drawn by Raleigh Newton, who pre- 
pared the sketches for all cachets 
which have been used in San Pedro. 
Picturing a great liner, with a tug 
in the foreground, the stamp will bear 
the words “The San Pedro Junior 
Chamber of Commerce sponsors the 
San Pedro Harbor’ Exhibition of 
Progress.” It will be applied only to 
letters mailed at the exposition post 
office. 

Occupying a 10 by 20 foot space 
at the fair, the exposition post office 
is to be equipped with a power can- 
celling machine borrowed from the 
naval station and is to be bedecked 
with flags and decorations. One 
man will be in charge. 

Arrangements to establish the post- 
al sub-station were made by Captain 
C. P. Wright, postmaster, following 
a consultation with junior chamber 
members.

lects; and what he can teach. Then 
it is up to you to choose your hobby, 
you may either fall in line along a 
well beaten path, or become a radi- 
cal and start on a new road, on which 
I wish you luck. 

Don’t get the impression that I be- 
lieve that one should collect only pio- 
neers, souvenir-historicals and other 
expensive covers, that is for each in- 
dividual to choose, most of these cov- 
ers must be bought, therefore it is up 
to each collectors purse. But one 
can get together a splendid collection 
of airport dedications from 600 to 900 
covers without any great expense, and 
if you think this is too easy, just try 
it. Then next you may add first 
flights. All future events you can 
send yourself at a small expense over 
8c each, and past events for these two 
collections are not very expensive ex- 
cept for rarer varieties, which you 
need not bother with. These two col- 
lections in themselves make a com- 
plete collection of airpost items and 
if you can ever complete them or just 
bring them up to date you have some- 
thing to be proud of. So you see you 
needn’t start running off after some 
foolish unofficial cachet which has no- 
thing to do with airmail. 

I have a special little New Years 
resolution that I made several years 
ago and have managed to keep. I 
advise its use by every airmail cover 
collector. 

Never send a cover in for a cachet 
on which there is any charge, nor to 
patronize any dealer, person or asso- 
ciation whose sole interest is to de- 
bunk sucker collectors into sending 
airpost covers for some trivial or non 





airpost event.
